C.N.R. Took over 10 Cars of Universal Coal Com. 
pany’s Coal Last Winter, and Has Settled 
For Only 7 of Them.--Evidence Betore 


Coal Commission 


An interesting feature of the evi- 
dence given before the Coal Commis- 
sion this forenoon was the testimony 
of Mr. Francis L. Otter, manager of 
the Universal Coal Co., with regard 
to the difficulties of transportation 
last winter in shipping coal. 

The other witnesses examined were 
Robert Livingstone, superintendent of 
the Standard Coal Co., the pit-boxs 
and two other employees of the same 
company. Mr. Livingstone disapprov- 
ed of any compensation law that 
would make the mine operators pay 
in case of all accidents, regardless 
whose negligence caused the acci- 
dent, 

Wages Average $4. 

The first witness called was J. J. 
Devitt, who is employed by the Stan- 
dard Coal Co, The mine employs 
about 45 men. He stated that the 
mine paid 60 cents for each car, and 
rooming in contract work. 

“The wages run from $3.50 to $4.50; | 
averaging about $4. Payments are 
made fortnightly,” he said, 

“Where is the coal of your mine 
sold?” 

“Some of the coal from the mine is 
shipped away, and a good deal sup- 
plied to local trade and the power- 
house.”’ 

“What are the hours at this mine?” 

“We work about eight hours a day, 
from 8 aan. to 4.30, with a half hour 
off for lunch,” 

“Is the ventilation good?’* 

“Sometimes it is; occasionally it is 
not. It is dependent upon the wea- 
ther,” 

“Do you use powder in the mine?’ 

“Yes, we use a lot of it.” 

“Any accidents since you have been 
there,”’ 

“No, and T understand there has 
been no fatal accidents since the mine 
was opened,” 

“Are you in favor of the suggestion 
made by the various miners regard- 
ing legislation?” 

“Yes, most of them.” 

The compensation law, under which 
the witness had worked in British 
Columbia, he believed desirable. The 
system of fortnightly payments he 
thought almost necessary in Kdmon- 
ton—more so than in a regular mining | 
town, where the miners and their 
work were known, and their credit 
good, The monthly payments might 
easily work hardship on an unknown 
miner coming to Edmonton without 
much means, 

Evidence was next given by James 
Norman, miner with the Standard 
Coal Co. He began to work in mines 
in Scotland when he was twelve years 
old, and favored making an age lim- 
it of fourteen or fifteen years for boys 
to enter mines. His present work by 
contract averaged $4 to $5 a day. He 
worked eight hours a dey, and con- 
sidered that long enough for a man 
to stay underground. 

The compensation law under which 
the witness worked in Scotland he 
testified to being satisfactory; but 
there had sometimes been dittficulty 
about getting payments there. When 
the miner was felt to have caused the | 
accident himself. 1 


Approved Raising Age Limit.

David Morris, pit-boss at the Stan- 
dard Coal Co., for the past fourteen 
months, testified that he had been 
mining since he was thirteen years 
of age, when he began in Secvtland, 
H approved of a ‘ighvr age limit, 
however, for boys to enter muics. 

“What is your output?” 

“Sixty or seventy tons at present. 
has run to seventy-five tons daily.” 
_“Do you find any difficulty in get- 
ting men?” 
or there are always plenty to be 
lid, 

The witness testified that his expe- 
rience led him to believe that eight 
liours was the proper length of a 
working day, and that a man averag- 
ed as unuch work in eight hour days 
as in ten. 

Superintendent's Evidence. 

The next witness called was Robert 
Livingstone, superintendent of ine 
Standard Coal Co., since last March. 
Had been employed ten years in the 
Lethbridge mines, and previously in 
Ohio. The output of the mine he tes- 
tified to be 65 to 70 tons. 

“Do you contemplate increasing the 
mine’s output?” 

“Yes,” 

“What does the pay of your men 
average,’” 

“About $4 a day on contract work. 
These men earn $3.50 to $5 a day. 
Day men working on the surface get 
from $2.25 to $3, and working under- 
ground from $2.50 to $3,” 

“Did you suffer from shortage in 
cars last winter?’ 

“Not after I took charge of the 
mine, “but it was the city agent's 
duty to get the cars. Any difficulty 
about it would be felt by him.” 

The witness testified, on enquiry, 
that the company stored little coal, 
not more than 40 or 50 tons, as the 
coal was not fitted for storage daring | 
any length of time. It contained 
about 17 per cent. of moisture. He 
did not approve of the eight hour law 
from bank to bank, as the men lost 
lime going to and from, and it meant 
simply so wuch coal lost,

“Have you found that the mines 
lose much time after payday?” 

“In Lethbridge it took about three 
days after each pay day to get the 
mine back to its usual foree. Here 
after each pay day, out of a day shiit 
of twenty-two men, about four or five 
miss a day's work,” 

“Do you believe the compensation 
law desirable?” 

“f do not believe the company 
ought to pay for all accidents, be- 
cause frequently accidents are caused 
by the negligence of the men or their 
violation of the law. 1 think the law 
should be fair to both parties, Insur- 
ance of some sort might be as well 
in its working as a compensation 
law.”” 

C. N. R. Confiscated Coal. 


Francis L. Otter, manager of the 
Universal Coal Co., which handles 
the output of a mine near Humber- 
stone, next gave evidence. He testi- 
fied that the mine’s average daily 
output last winter was about” sixty 
tons, running to eighty tons some 
days. He shipped coal to all points 
down the C. N. R. as far as Humbolt. 
The coal is all domestic coal. 

“Did you have any trouble in get- 
ting cars?’ 

“Yes, there were times when I 
could not get cars—between December 
and February. We started to ship in 
December we had no trouble with 
ceDember we had no trouble wit: 
cars. We were obliged to a@ump the 
output into sheds in town while wait- 
ing for cars. This necessitated a sec- 
ond handling of the coal at an ex 
pense of 50c a ton.”

CITY SHUT OFF 
WATER SUPPLY 


Of Imperial Livery and Mix-Up 
Results.--Use of Water Made 
Unsanitary Conditions 


By the order of the city health au- 
thorities, the Imperial Livery stables 
on Third street, formerly known as 
the Richelieu stables, have been de- 
prived of the use of the city water 
system. 

For some time complains have come 
in from neighboring residents, and up- 
on investigation the medical health 
officer ascertained that the water used 
in washing buggies, ete., flowed into 
the nearby cellars, washed the man- 
ure and other yefuse down the ad- 
joining lane, and generally placed the 
locality in an unsanitary condition. 

As a result, the water was shut off, 
but the proprietor, Louis Duran, was 
allowed to use the supply twice a day 
for the stock on the premises. It is 
alleged further, however, that the 
liverym:n 21)'1 utilize the water, not 
alone for the stock, but also for the 
buggy cleaning, which was the former 
source of complaint. 

On Saturday an injunction was ap- 
plied for before Judge Seott, Mr. Cor- 
mack, of Noel, Noel & Cormack, and 
M.. Newell, of Beck, Emery & New- 
ell, for the city. The ground of the 
application was that the nuisance

HAYWOOD VICTIM 
OF A CONSPIRACY

Will be one of Statements of 
Defence Lawyer. Orchard's 
Story a Dream 


Boise, Idaho, June 23.—William D. 
Haywood, while already having plead- 
ed not guilty to the charge of murder- 
ing ex-Governor Frank Stuenenberg, 
and having heard the evidence the 
State of Idaho has placed before the 


jury in support of its charge, wali 
formally assert his entire innocence 
tomorrow, and outline the evidence 
he purposes to produce. Clarenze 
Darrow, for Haywood, will say that 
his client is only not guilty of con. 
spiracy to assassinate Stuenenberg, 
but that Haywood is himself the 


victim of a conspiracy to disrupt the 
Western Federation of Miners, and, 
under the guise of legal proceedure, 
to condemn to death the chief officers 
of the federation, Haywood is the 
president of the federation, and one 
of his co-defendants under the in- 
dictment, Moyer, is the secretary. 


Mr. Darrow’s address to the ‘jury 
will probably take up most of to- 
morrow, He will not deny that 


Stuenenberg was assassinated, but he 
will maintain that his client had no- 
thing to do with this or ‘any other 
conspiracy to murder, and that the 
state has not connected Haywood 
with any conspiracy. It will be as- 


serted that Orchard’s story is true 
in that the crimes were committed, | 
It will be asserted that an alleged 


conspirsey between Haywood, Moyer, 
Pettibone, Orchard and Adams was a 
fabrication made by Orchard to save | 
his life, and that the price of the 
concerted confession was the portion 
of the actual murder of Stuenenberg. 
The motive of this murder, it will te 
asserted, is to ba found in Orechard’s | 
desperate poverty, and the fact that! 
he saw hig old partneys in the Her-| 
cules mine rich and prosperous. 

Taking of testimony for the defence 
may begin tomorrow, but it is doubt 
ful. It is thought the conclusion «f 
the trial will not be reached before 
the end of July. 


NEW ORLEANS IS 
AT FEVER HEAT 


Over Kidnapping and Heartless | 
Murder of 7 Year Old 
Italian Boy 


New Orleans, June 23.—Two miles | 
in the interior of a big swamp at 
Strose, about tWenty miles from this 
city, the headless “body of Walter, 
Lamana, an Italian child between | 
seven and eight years old, who was | 
kidnapped and held: for $6,000. ran- 
s0m two weeks ago, was found by | 
police and vigilantes just beiore day-| 
break today. He had been strangled 
to death, according to the confessions 
of one of several Italians held by the 
police. The boy’s neck is supposed 
to have been broken when he was 
strangled, causing the head to be- 
come separated from the body when 
decomposition set in. The head was | 
found a short distance from the body, 
Five Italians, two of Whom are charg- 


ed with being accomplices to the 
murder, are under arrest, and extra 
details of police are maintaining 


order in the excited Italian quarter 
of the city. Seventy armed deputies 
have been placed on guard at the 
Orleans parish prison, the strongest 
in the state, where three of the pri- 
soners are held, and some apprehen- 
sion has been felt over the safety of 
the two prisoners who were last night 
taken to another parish, 
Populace in Ugly Mood. 

Seldom since the afia lynching, 
Sixteen years ago, haa New Orleans 
been stirred with threats of violence 
as today. Some of the threats are 
made by those who participated in! 
the disorders then. But the law and 
order element is much stronger taan 
it has been heretofore, and a large 
number of leading. citizens have 
procged themselves to prevent vio-| 
ence, A sweating process wrung a 
coniession trom one of the Italian 
suspects about midnight last night. 
This morning, Ognazio Campigeiano | 
was kept in the woods an hour, when 
he cohtessed, charging four Italians 
with the murder. He said that about! 
the time of a mass meeting in New! 
Orleans, more than a week ago, for 
prosecuting the search for the boy, 
these men, who were in a vacant 
house in St, Rose, became frightesed 
and considered what to do with the 
child, 

“The boy was crying, begging to be 
taken home to his parents,” said 
Campigeiano, “A few minutes aiter 
One of the kidnappers came to me, 
carrying the body in a blanket, and 
alter threatening me he took tue boy 
into the swamp.” 

The police, aiter the recovery of the 
body, arrested Nicolina Gebbia, in 
Italian woman. Campigeciano said 
that the four kidnappers were Stefano 
Monire, ‘Tony Gendusa, Angela Caca- 
tari and a mn nmed Ineanterra, The 
police expect to capture these soon. 
The, other prisoners direetly implicat 
ed by the confession are Campigi 
cano’s wife, Frank Gendusa and) 
Leonardo Gebbia The dead boy's 
funeral was held this afternoon.

Religious education began long be- 
fore college days in the home. He 
quoted Froebel’s definition of religion 
where it is described as an organic un- 
ity of man’s knowledge and spiritu- 
| ality with God. Religion was born 
with the child, 

Religious education required a care- 

ful study, not into dogma, but of a 
right kind of life. To do this the 
pastor must make a scientific study 
{of child life. 
From the chart which contained an 
janalysis of the conditions of child 
life to adolescence. The first period 
was from birth until the third birth- 
day. Tuis was a period of rapid} 
growth of body, full of energy and! 
action, necessitating great physical | 
liberty. He emphasized the care re- 
| quired along the line of feeding. We 
j} must have a healthy physical basis 
for intellect and moral character, The | 
nurse could not get along without the 
family physician, 

From three to four years the child 
learned of his association with life | 
ond hence the interminable catalogue | 
of questions.

On motion of Rev. Dr. E. J. Stobo, 


Winnipeg, and Rev. D. B. Harkness, 
Winnipeg, the discnssion of the re- 
port was reserved for a subsequent 
session of the convention. This was 
done to give an opportunity to Rev. 
J. A. L. Romig, of Nanton, to address

The mine employs about 20 men, 
working them in two shifts. The 
depth of the coal seam is five feet, 
cight inches. The top is of hard 
clay and requires close timbering: 
The main tunnel of the mine runs 
in 250 feet, with other tunnels run- 
ning from it and rooms from these. 
The mine property extends over three 
quarter sections. 

“What wages do you pay?” 

“We pay $3 a day for working in 
the mine. When we are rooming we 
pay by contract—30 cents a car, and 
it takes about four cars to aston of 
screened coal. The men do their own 
timbering.”’ 

“The mine is well ventilated, the 
witness stated further. No powder 
is used in the mine. Open lights are 
used always. 

“What is the output of your mine?” 

“Now it is about 25 tons daily. 
The largest output was 1,600 tons for 
last December, averaging about 60 
tons a day.” 

“How long do your men work?” 

“About nine: hours—not any more 
and sometimes less, They have a full 
hour for dinner.” 

“What does it 
coal ?”” 

“It costs $2.50 to mine a ton and 
$1.00 to haul a ton to the railway. 
I doubt if we could get teams now 
to deliver it at the railway for $1 a 
ton.”” 

“Will your coal stand storing?” 
“No, it slacks. Unless kept in a 
very good shed and away from the 
air it dries out a great deal. In the 
winter when there is less rain, it is 
possible to keep it longer.’ 

“How often are your men paid?” 
“Once a month.” 

“Any loss of time after pay-day by 
men staying off?’’

Christian. This was faith which was 
the open sesame to the riches of 
heavenly grace and the pregnant germ 
a the real fruition of the Christian 
ife. 

_ The third quality the speaker empha- 
sized was the teachableness or unre 
sisting responsiveness of the child. 
In this connection Mr. McLean stat- 
ed that it was quite possible that 
certain tenets of the Baptist church 
had induced an indifference with re- 
spect to the importance of the chil 
dren in the organization of church 
worship. Although standing on strong 
scriptural ground, he thought the 
church had gone too far in their pro 
test of infant baptism, and in its un- 
conscious neglect of the children. 
Hence the church was without a po- 
licy to-day with regard to the child. 

Dealing with the second phase of 
his subject, namely, what was the 
church-going to do for the develop- 
ment of the child, since in childhood 
was incarnated ine ideal characteris- 
tics of Christian citizenship. ‘he 
speaker said that the remedy for the | 
past neglect was in the home. In 


no question in thé minds of his hear- 
ers as to what the answer should be, 
“the Church of God no remédy or 
message for this catalogue of ills and 
the ery ef human impotence? Yes, she 
had. There was an all sufficient rem- 
edy in God Himself and His recon- 
structing grace. 

The church came to her members 
with one word—let the strains of God's 
divinity flow down the channels of 
human life and consecrate it; let 1t 
put a new face on the world by putting 
a new heart into it and suppress crime 
in commercialism by putting a new 
conscience into it. This was the mis- 
tion of the church and the full con- 
tent of the consecration that was so 
sorely needed in missions today. 

Consecration in missions involved 
an unfaltering adherence to truth. 
There possibly never was a time in the 
history of the world when there was 
such a tendency and probability to 
minimize what God had magnified as 
there was in this age, It was said 
by some that we lived in an age of 
latitudinarianism. Tt could also be 
said that we lived in an age of horse- 
less wagons, of vireless telegraphy and 
spineless Christians. Wher .e chureh 
and society were craving for was 4 
Daniel, with his inflexible courage and | 
consecration of purpose, 

Consecration involved a definite in- 
ner whole-souled conviction in the 
individual that he was right. Like 
Luther he should be able to say, “I> 
can none other, God help me.”

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CANADA’S FUTURE

The C. N. R. Magnate says Can- 
ada is Building More Rail- 
ways than the United 
States 


—— 


In an interview with a representa- 
tive of the Pall Mall Gazette, Mr. 
William Mackenzie, the president of 
the Canadian Northern Railway, said 
that. Canada was today building more 
railways than the United States. Her 
exports kept on mounting up, and 
her manufactures were rapidly. mul- 
tiplying. In another four years Ca- 
nadian produce would be sent abroad 
all the year round, without resorting 
to a single United States port. 

Asked what the plans of the Cana- 
dian Northern were, Mr. Mackenzie 
said he could not tell at present. 
“There will not be a great deal of 
hew construction work to add to the 
Present mileage,” he said. “This 
year will be largely one of consolida- 
tion and preparation for expansion. 
There will, of course, be some ex- 
tensions of branch lines where set- 
tlers have gone in ahead of the rail- 
way. We stand committed to this, 
and will, of course, keep faith in the 
matter, but main line extensions will 
have to stand over for the most part 
for another year. We shall employ 
as gmany men and spend as much 
money as in previous years, but it 
will be largely directed towards im- 
proving our present line. Special 
attention will be given to improving 
the road-bed, and there will be a 
large amount of building at the va- 
rious centres, At the present time 
we have on order over one million 
pounds’ worth of locomotives and 
rolling stock of all descriptions, and 
large deliveries of this new equip- 
ment are now being received. We 
should have ordered more had it been 
possible to place orders with Cana- 
dian manufacturers, but this, even 
working at the highest pressure, as 
they are doing, was quite imprée- 
ticable. The Canadian West is like 
a big, growing boy. The suit oi 
clothes made for him this year won't 
button on him the next. So it is in 
the matter of railway equipment in 
Western Canada; we have to keep on 
Increasing it all the time during the 
growing period. The outlook is now 
entirely satisfactory, and all the in- 
dications warrant an expectation that 
the present will equal last year in 
prosperity throughout the whole of 
Canada,” 

Alluding to financial matters, Mr. 
Mackenzie said: “I think that the 
temporary stringency, affecting only 
certain classes of businesses in the 
larger cities, is now at an end. It 
is attributable chiefly to conserva- 
tive action upon the part of the 
banks in restricting advances on cer- 
tain classes of securities, so that they 
might have ample funds in hand to 
ineet fully the ordinary business re- 
quirements of the manufacturing and 
mercantile community. Last winter 
in Western Canada was the severest 
in my recollection, and, as a conse- 
quence, a large quantity of wheat, 
some 40,000,000 bushels, was held 
over for shipment to market this 
season, This involved a large lock- 
up of money, Navigation on the 
Great Lakes is now in full swing, and 
with the favorable weather now. pre- 
vailing the Canadian Pacific and the 
Canadian Northern Railways are rap- 
idly hauling the wheat from the in- 
terior to Port Arthur and Fort Will 
iam for shipment to Europe. As 
soon as the shipping documents are 
obtained ‘ior the wheat they can be 
immediately turned into cash, and 
from 1fow on there will be a steady 
inflow from this sourse into the cof- 


fers of the various banks. On the 
Great Lakes there are this season 
more vessels and a larger tonnage 


than ever before, but great additions 
will have to be made before long to 
Canada’s inland shipping.” 

“You ask,”” went on Mr, Macken- 
zie, “if I thought Canada was _ be- 
coming Americanizéd, We will nev- 
er become Americanized as long as 
our banking system remains what it 
is. We are very proud of our banks. 
Had Canada had to depend on the 
system, or, rather, want of system, 
that is in force ih the United States, 
there would probably have -been se- 
rious monetary disturbance through- 


out the Dominion during the past 
year, There are now 35 chartered 


banks in Canada, and among them 
they have over 1,700 branches.. By 
means of this vast organization ade- 
quate and fairly equal banking facil- 
ities are given to all parts of the Do- 
minion, and the money circulation 
is sufficient, and swell suited to the 
requirements of the people.”
